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PROPAGANDA AND MENACES . 


In one day we read-two dispatches that ought to give 
ls pause. One was from Regina where a gathering of German- 
Canadians mingling swastikas with Union Jacks, gave the Nei 
Salute 2nd cemanded respect and equality instead. of toleration for 
Germans, Did they realize that they were misusing a freedom 
that would not be given in. similar circumstances in Nazi Germany? 
Germans in Canada are excellent citizens and if:they ate not equally 
treated they should be. The despatch does not relate and we 
cannot guess wherein Canada has failed to give them equal rights. 
Their display of Nazi emblems and their “Heils').suggest that the 
German Minister of Propaganda is carrying on Missionary work 
here. The German-Canadian is not the sort that voluntarily sets 
out-to creat dissension. 

The other despatch was from Quebec where a French 
language congress was in session. Delegates spoke of the ‘‘men- 
ace” to the French spirit and language; of the large minority speak- 
ing French; of the necessity for its organization so that the Ottawa 
Government may be brought to time. An Edmonton delegate point- 
ed out that English is the only official language of the Alberta 
Courts. Another delegate suggested a Commission to keep an 
eye on legislation at Ottawa. It was a chorus of ‘alleged griev- 
ances where no real ones exist. The French spirit and language is 
not being menaced except by the busy-bodiés who hold congresses 
and make speeches calculated to arouse racial animosities. 

There may not be anything in it, but the incident in 
Regina is reminiscent of what happened in Canada and the United 
States several years before the war when the Pan-German Alliance 
was busy organiizing Germans in these countries. It did not fare 
so well in Canada, butwa s sufficiently well organized in the United 
States to do the Fatherland some service. Its nationals in other 
countries were educated fo believe that even though nationalized 
in those countries their prime duty was to the homeland.
